Right through the price range the 
same feature was noticeable in con- 
temporary styles. If the design was 
good it sold well, and again and 
again the freer choice of the inter- 
changeable pieces pulled its weight. 

In the three styles, traditional, 
reproduction, and contemporary, 
especially in the medium price 
bracket, it was found that while the 
reproduction style maintained its 
normal, eyen tenor, the other two 
Styles ran neck and neck. Buyers 
were discerning, and insisted on 
value for the price.

Small Firms Fear The Multiples 


HE proposed amendments to 
the Hire Purchase Act of 1938 
aroused the liveliest discussion at 
the National Association of Retail 
Furnishers’ sixth annual general 
meeting in the Connaught Rooms 
last week. 

The discussion was opened by the 
chairman, MR. S. LATIN (Chester 
fields, Ltd.) 

Alterations proposed in the new 
sill were not very important, said 
Mr. Latin, except for the £100 limit 
of 1938 being brought up to date to 
£300, and the extended powers of 
the courts. He explained the latter 
clause, which would empower the 
judge to define which items in a hire 
purchase agreement should be re 
turned and which retained in the 
event of failure to carry out the 
terms of the agreement 

Some pressure had been brought 
to introduce legislation to 
restrict deposits and periods of pay 
ment, he continued. It was not 
N.A.R.F. policy to restrict trading 
or to seek impositions and controls, 
but to ensure freedom

No responsible person wished to 
see the return of the “terms war.” 
Present trading conditions made it 
quite unnecessary to revert to that 
Housing development and full em 
ployment ought to ensure prosperity

Mr. Latin referred to attempts t 
lengthen payment periods and ex 
tend no deposit trading Most cus 
tomers, he said, could afford a 
reasonable deposit. In any event, 
“no deposit” really meant that the 
first instalment was a deposit; very 
little was delivered without 
money being paid, 

With a customer of proved credit, 
he added, the question of a deposit 
was of little importance. The deci 
sion was one for the individual 
trader; it was not for the N.A.R-F

ALLPASS announced two pro- 
jects for the future. One was the 
residential course for salesmen from 
May 24 to 29, intended for senior 
salesmen who were likely candidates 
for promotion to managerial posi- 
tions and for management staff, and 
the other was another analysis of 
trade expenses, 

In America, he said, the latter was 
considered to be just a part of the 
day’s work, The Council aimed to 
make it an annual event. They could 
produce valuable information from 
turnover figures and certain of the 
expenses, and it would give the 
Association an answer to critics 
who charged retailers with inefh 
ciency, and to investigators working 
on “margins.” 

Results of the analysis would not 
be for circulation except to sub 
scribing members. The figures would 
appear as percentages only, and all 
information would be confidential 
no Association member would keep 
any record of the details 

There was a good deal of discus- 
sion on British Standards and the 
Merchandise Marks Act, which were 
inevitably closely linked, 


The Kite Mark 

Giving his personal view of the 
B.S.L, MR. SUTCLIFFE said he 
thought the “ Kite-mark” scheme a 
good one. Manufacturers were about 
evenly divided, however, on its value, 
and in addition the B.S.I. had not 
given it enough publicity, so that 
the scheme was in danger of being 
a complete flop. 

Manufacturers must decide whether 
to operate it or not, and if not, they 
must find an alternative

A_ reputable 
manufacturer would stand by his 
goods in any event, and the “spiv”’ 
guarantee meant nothing. 


* With Oak Veneers” 
MR, ¢ L. KERR (Kerrs of 


Greenwich) criticised the recom- 
mended descriptions, and MR. 
HARRIS gave his opinion that a 
simple description which would have 
no “come-back” had been missed. 
It was: “with oak veneers.” But if 
manufacturers did not describe their 
veneers the retailers were in the 
dark, 

The chairman pointed out that 
they were not compelled to describe 
their goods, and the furniture trade 
had not been specially marked out 
The best thing to do was to adopt 
the Confederation’s recommenda- 
tions temporarily, 

MR. MEDDING'S address was on 
“Threat or Promise in 1954,” look- 
ing at the industry against the back- 
ground of the problems of the nation 
as a whole. 

Firstly, while the balance of pay- 
ments problem was still a vital one 
the furniture industry must remem- 
ber it featured as a consumer in- 
dustry. 

His next point was that industrial 
wage claims were backed by what 
he called “disagreeably envious 
comparison with dividends.” 

Compared with 1938, the cost of 
living was up by 127 per cent, wages 
by 131 per cent, actual earnings by 
about 200 per cent, and dividends 
by 43 per cent. 

In real terms, wages were up by 
2 per cent, actual earnings up by 32 
per cent, and dividends down by 
37 per cent, which was a “ statistical 
revelation of a social revolution.”

Textile Men May Ask For 


Probe Into Purchase Tax 


HE Purchase Tax bugbear was 

responsible for the fact that 
furnishing textile sales had not 
made the same recovery as the rest 
of the furniture trade. 

This was said last week by Sir 
Ernest Goodale, C.B.E., M.C., chair- 
man of the Furnishing Fabric Federa- 
tion, when he spoke at the annual 
dinner of the Wholesale Furnishing 
Textile Association, Ltd., in London 

Sir Ernest and Sir Edward Crowe, 
K.C.M.G., member of the Council of 
the Royal Society of Arts, were guests 
of honour. 

Sir Ernest stressed the harm pur- 
chase tax did to both export trade 
and development. If in spite of pres- 
sure to abolish the tax the Chancellor 
was unable to do so because of the 
burden of expenditure, the trade 
might have to find another remedy. 

The trade associations might press 
for the setting up of a committee 
to investigate the whole question 
of purchase tax. 

Sir Ernest quoted figures from his 
own firm's trading. For every pound’s 
worth of fabric sold in the home trade 
to non-registered traders they had to 
charge 10 ner cent tax. That included 
tax-free fabrics, and was a pretty 
heavy burden 

Turning to sales promotion, he said 
that to raise the total sales of furnish- 
ing, the various sections, fabrics, 
furniture, carpets, and so on, might 
get together to institute a big selling 
campaign He thought the fabrics 
trade could not do it alone 


Proposing the toast to the president, 
Mr. G. H. North, who held the office 
for the past two years, said the 
Council was reverting to the one-year 
term of office. He paid tribute to 
the new president, Mr. G. Alan 
Morris, O.B.E., as a keen Council 
member. 

He told members that he expected 
that something would shortly be 
promulgated on the question of stan- 
dards. “Branded names do really 
mean something,” he said 

Replying, Mr. Morris gave a brief 
account of what the W.F.T.A. did 
Recent agenda had included: code of 
trade practices, cutting charges, ex- 
hibitions and fairs, designs, direct 
trading, the black list, British Stan- 
dards, census of production, “ uplift,” 
and among other things the “two 
eternal bugbears, limitation of liability 
and purchase tax.” 

The Chancellor's recent statement 
was a triumph for those working in 
the trade’s interests, particularly Sir 
Ernest Goodale. Nothing was worse 
for the trade than indecision. 

Sir Edward Crowe added to the 
president's list of what the W.F.T.A. 
did its handsome contribution to the 
Royal Society of Arts to organise a 
competition in textile design. Later 
the president handed to Sir Edward 
the donation for this year

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Viewpoint 


OW can we sum up business 
Il done at the Earls Court 
Furniture Exhibition which 
closed yesterday? Probably by 
saying, as we forecast in our last 
issue, that buying was fair, steady 
and legitimate. There was defin- 
itely no particular rush to buy in 
any section but good, sound 
orders were taken by the majority 
of exhibitors. 

Definitely the retailers were 
more selective and “choosey” than 
last year. And in this connection 
one very important factor was 
discovered by our reporting staff. 

It was that few furnishers were 
buying on price alone. If there 
were instances of buyers beating 
down to a price level, we did not 
hear of them. On the contrary, it 
was value for money, with the 
accent on the value, that was the 
dominant note. And firms who 
showed full ranges of lower, 
medium and high grade furniture 
found that the medium quality 
was in the most demand. 

t*% Now for the question of 
style and design. 

Manufacturers were very anx- 
ious this year to discover whether 
the New Elizabethan style is 
losing or gaining favour. We 
should say that, generally speak- 
ing, it is gaining in popularity. 
Some very substantial orders were 
placed for New Elizabethan 
dining and bedroom suites—but 
here an important point emerged. 
It was only when this new-style 
furniture was of really good 
design that it was bought bY the 
retailer. 

A few manufacturers seemed to 
have launched forth into the New 
Elizabethan trend without due 
consideration and without a full 
understanding of its meaning. To 
put splayed legs on a traditional 
piece does not make it New 
Elizabethan. 
te%& Weremember a speaker at 
a recent London conference on 


the new furniture style stressing 
the fact that really skilled design- 
ers should be employed to inter- 
pret the theme, and that if that 
were not done the style would 
lose its popularity. 

That seems a just warning; for, 
while there were really fine 
examples of New Elizabethan at 
Earls Court, there were a few 
makers, as we say, that appeared 
to have given little study to the 
real basis of the new style—and 
these were not notably successful. 
Xx Another significant trend 
in demand was for suites which 
had interchangeable pieces. This 
is becoming a very strong sales 
factor in the retail stores and it 


may be that more manufacturers ° 


could adopt this theme of inter- 
changeability—with which we 
could legitimately link the unit 
style of furniture. 

Probably the best seller in the 
whole Exhibition, in proportion 
to its importance in the home, 
was kitchen furniture. The Brit- 
ish housewife certainly seems to 
be taking a far keener interest in 
a well-planned and well-ordered 
kitchen than ever before. 

In upholstery our report does 
not reveal any particularly strong 
tendency although we are told 
that more than ninety per cent of 
the upholstered pieces at Earls 
Court included latex foam filling. 

And one final warning. It 

would seem that retailers are not 
inclined to be tempted to buy 
pieces that incorporate automatic 
gadgets unless those gadgets 
have a very real utilitarian value. 
Cleverness for cleverness’ sake 
was “ out.” 
*%*& We think we can say that 
the exhibition was a success— 
and, if the reactions of retailers 
have been carefully noted, this 
year’s show may have a consider- 
able influence on design and pro- 
duction for the next two or three 
years.

He listed the fibres used for fur 
nishing purposes as wool, cotton, 
linen, silk, rayon, and the purely 
synthetics such as nylon and tery 
lene. Each fibre had certain qualities 
which made the designer select it 
for a specific purpose 

“Cotton is the most widely used 
fibre in all textiles. It comes in such 
a variety, from the coarsest ropes 
to the finest muslins. It is a good 
utility fibre, and practically every 
thing you can make of cotton is 
sound. It is of interest to a designer 
because it can be dyed in fast colours 
and it can be easily washed.” 

Next most widely used natural 
fibre was wool. “It is of particular 
use in furnishing because of its 
warmth, particularly for coverings 
If I am asked to design a fabric for 
upholstery I invariably think of 


using wool. 
wool are always more vibrant, 
lustrous, richer and deeper than on 
cotton. A fabric made of wool is 
therefore of great value in a decora 
tive scheme. 

“| think of linen as hard and clean 
and standing no nonsense. It cannot 
be used entirely on its own, It is 
best in contrast to wool or some 
other fibre, as the hard, sharp tex- 
ture of the linen makes a comple- 
ment to the softness of the woollen 
fibre. Again, it can be dyed with 
fast lasting colours.” 

Real silk was the queen of all 
fibres, so supple, lustrous and deli- 
cate. It was not a utility fibre in 
any way: it had to be taken care of, 
but it was the hallmark of quality, 
setting the standard to which all 
other fibres in a decorating scheme 
were related. 

He then turned to the synthetic 
fibres used in furnishing. 

“Rayon in all its forms is the 
most commonly used. It has always 
suffered from the disadvantage of 


being considered by everyone, even 
its originators, as artificial silk. It 
has tried to be artificial silk, arti- 
ficial cotton, artificial wool, but 
seldom used as a fibre in its own 
right. It has some interesting pro- 
perties: it is a man-made fibre with 
no subtlety about it, but the very 
hardness of its texture can be used 
effectively to set off other fabrics.” 


The purely synthetic fibres, nylon 
terylene and others, said Alastair 
Morton, were mainly of technical 
interest from a furnisher’s point of 
view. In some cases they had ex- 
treme strength—in fact they were 
so strang that they were almost 
beyond the needs of everyday life 
for furnishings. 

Mr. Morton illustrated his talk 
by fabric samples from Morton Sun- 
dour Fabrics, Ltd., and Edinburgh 
Weavers. Dealing first with woven 
fabrics, he showed a _ two-texture 
effect created by using a rough 
tweed wool and a fine grey worsted, 
the pattern being emphasised by a 
fine tinsel metal thread. This fabric, 
he said, had been made for curtain 
material only, as the loose weave 
made it unsuitable for upholstery 
Then came an alpaca fabric with a 
worsted warp. Tinsel thread had

been used to give lightness to the 
dark ground, and a heavy woollen 
thread to create the brocaded large 
abstract pattern, which made the 
material suitable for long curtains 
in a high-ceilinged room. The third 
weave—tufted and squared—was 
also suitable for curtains in a big 
room. This was woven of natural 
yarns from sheep in the Lake Dis 
trict, and natural Ramie—a yarn of 
the same group as linen, but rather 
more supple and lustrous. Mr 
Morton said that in designing this 
fabric he was aiming at getting a 
contrast between the relatively hard 
squares of the Ramie and the soft 
ness of the wool squares. Finally, 
he showed a worsted spun, with 
Ramie, the latter used to impart 
stiffness to avoid stretching, the 
wool giving warmth and textural 
interest. 

Among rayon weaves which Mr 
Morton showed was a gold rayon 
“used as it should be—as rayon.” 
A designer could make good use, he 
said, of this fibre’s terrific glitter 
and sheen. Here it had been used 
for an abstract leaf pattern con 
trasting with the natural sober 
texture of Ramie. Also shown was 
rayon used as a glistening gold 
stripe contrasting with the dull 
texture of a cotton fabric. Other 
weaves were a “good, workaday” 
all-cotton, its heavier quality suit- 
able for covers; a finer cotton with 
slight lustre and texture; rough- 
textured wild silk, and a traditional 
design in real silk with “that deli 
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handle that 


cacy of tone and 
real silk can have. 

Mr. Morton went on to 
“These are the fundamentals f 
nur craft of weaving. These are the 
ideas we have in mind when we 
design fabrics. They are the 
thoughts you should have in mind 
when you design a room—when you 
think of the right fabric for cl 
covers, curtains, cushions, and so on 
If you can become appreciative of 
the properties of these textiles, based 
entirely on the fibres of which they 
are made, then a room built up on 
that basis has far more interest than 
one built on the superficial basis of 
bright colour. The mature, sophis 
ticated appreciation so noticeable in 
a Georgian house like Attingham 
Park is lacking in much contem 
porary design. To me, contemporary 
design is extremely interesting, but 
the garishness and exaggerated tex 
tures are adolescent compared with 
the maturity of feeling that goes 
into buildings of this type. It is 
high time modern design got away 
from the boyish experimental stage 
and became sensitive and mature in 
its outlook, It is time we left 
behind the duffle coat and corduroy 
trouser stage.” 

At any one time, said Mr. Morton, 
most people liked a certain back 
ground of colour, texture, and so on, 
and if contemporary designers did 
not provide the background that 
average people wanted, the public 
took their background from the 
past, and the two separate fashion 
streams ran parallel, for the

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few and the other for the many. In 
the early 1930's when the very 
austere, box-shaped chairs, oatmeal 
upholstery and off-white curtains 
were in vogue for the contemporary 
few, the conventional people were 
going in for very severe adaptations 
of Regency design. As the 30's went 
by the modern movement itself 
became freer. Chairs were not so 
square and all was not off-white 
In the conventional furnishing trade 
the very severe classical design 
developed more towards the flam- 
boyant. There was an exact parallel 
to this, the war, with bottle 
green reds, and abstract 
advanced few and 
the conventional people going in for 
very rich, Victorian patterns 

With that idea in mind, said Mr 
Morton, his firm had been working 
on a conscious policy during the 
past few years, trying to get living 
contemporary design developing 
beyond the experimental stage. 
Some people liked everything new 
and gadgety in design; some liked 
delicate colourings; others liked 
something simple. If the modern 
movement was to live and be 
accepted it must become wide

enough to appeal to all those dif- 
ferent tastes. His firm had said 
“We know that the ordinary floral 
chintz looks lovely in certain rooms 
Let us give people these, but get a 
good contemporary designer to get 
the same feeling of a floral chintz 
without just designing a reproduc 
tion of Victorian chintz.” 

Again, damask curtaining has a 
certain decorative function, with its 
broken pattern and play of light and 
texture formed by the folds in thes: 
curtains, and there was scope here 
for New Elizabethan designs 

“By ‘modern, by ‘contempo- 
rary,” said Mr. Morton, “ we have 
in mind a design by a contemporary 
person, with the outlook of to-day 
in colours that can be used in a con 
temporary house—not necessarily a 
design which is gadgety, abstract or 
mechanical.” 

To illustrate his policy, Mr 
Morton then showed reproductions 
of traditional designs, together with 
other fabrics producing the same 
decorative effects in a New Eliza- 
bethan style. Four of these fabrics 
are illustrated on pages 46 and 47 

“TI have tried to show the way in 
which our minds tackle this question 
of design,” said Mr. Morton. “Ih 
our view contemporary design i 
just what it design by 
temporary people for contemporat 
people. It does not mean anything 
narrowly abstract. Contemporary 
people are as wide and diverse in 
their characters and tastes as they 
have ever been. and designers must 
be as wide as they can be in their 
designing.” - The individual designer's 
ideas could not be universal but the 
manufacturer and the retailer should 
look for designs which interpreted 
all feelings of all people, and not 
assume that everyone wanted the 
same styles. “There is as much 
nonsense and shoddy design in these 
rockets’ and catherine wheels as 
there is in the Jacobean imitations.” 
Good design was not confined to one 
style: it ran through all styles. At 
the same time, the trade should not 
confine itself to safe f 
the past, but try to widen its imagi- 
nation,

Question Time 


A number of interesting questions 
on textiles were put to Mr. Alastair 
Morton after his speech, 

Question: Are the new materials 
such as nylon and terylene being 
soft - pedalled by manufacturers 
owing to their durability ? 

Answer: Nylon and terylene are 
both exceedingly strong for pulling, 
but not so strong for wear. My firm 
makes fabrics out of them for aero 
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planes going to the tropics because 
these fibres are mildew- and termite 
proof foth, however, do not 
in fast colours, nylon in particular 
having fugitive dyes soth = are 

much more so than the 
fibres one would otherwise uss 
Nylon has another disadvantage 
apart from dye problems: it attracts 
dust through static electricity. Sit 
ting on nylon upholstery causes all 
the dust in the room to collect upon 
it. Nylon curtains, like real silk, 
perish in the sun, but terylene 
good for net curtains. Atmo 
pheric conditions which affect othe: 
fabrics have no effect on terylene, 
and this fibre has a useful future in 
furnishings, 

Question: The standard of con 
tinuity in dyeing has gone back in 
post-war years from what it was 
pre-war. When ordering repeats, in 
nine out of ten, even after 
short intervals, the matching of 
colours is bad. Why is this? 

Answer: There has been a general 
deterioration in craftsmanship and 
standards since the war, but that is 
now being tightened up. Matching 
hould now be as good as before the 
The remedy is to keep on com- 
plaining constantly, until standards 
improve 

Question: Do you regard the 
Modern Movement as an expression 
f contemporary youth?

planning a sprayroom, Lack of this 
provision leads to draughts and 
makes doors difficult to open when

Interior painting of the sprayroom 
must be as light in colour as possible, 
so as to provide as much light as can 
be obtained near the work 

The regulations allow for a day’s 
supply of cellulose to be kept in the 
sprayroom in a metal cabinet. This 
should be sited in some corner where 
the sprayer mixes his materials 


Disposal of Rags 


The bench for mixing the spray 
solutions should be under a window if 
possible, and strict instructions given 
as to the disposal of rags used in 
cleaning and wiping down, The best 
way is to provide two metal bins with 
tight-fitting lids, one for rags which 
will be thrown away and the other for 
rags capable of re-use. 

Apart from being sources of dirty 
work, rags are a danger as spontaneous 
ignition may result from a cellulose- 
soaked rag beine left lying about 
crumpled up. Rag which is spread 
out over a metal bench will lose the 
solvents and become virtually safe, but 
it will be found that the worker who 
takes care like that will not in any 
case leave any rags about. 

To recapitulate the main points for 
compliance with the regulations : 
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The building must be of fire- 
resistant materials as outlined in the 
first article in this series. Electrical 
fittings must be either flameproof or 
outside the spraying room altogether, 
and the means of heating must be to 
the same safe standards. Fan blades 
must be protected and if possible the 
baffle plates should be fixed so that 
they cannot be removed while the 
motors are running 

Sprayroom doors, two in number, 
should open outwards. Care should be 
takeri that there is no likelihood of 
their being locked from the outside 
while work is in progress inside 


Among the equipment required it is 
usual to have an air filter and reducing 
valve unit fitted between the main air 
upply and the spray guns. This 
should be mounted on the sprayroom 
wall convenient to the sprayers so 
that the airline can be kept as short as 
possible. Hooks should be provided 
for the spray guns to be hung up when 
not in and the spraygun tools 
should be kept available in a drawer 
under the sprayers’ bench

Surface hardening occurs, solvent 
is trapped and blows pinholes in the 
finish as it finally escapes The 
pinholing always occurs in the last 
few minutes of the setting time of 
the lacquer 

When it occurs 
worse on flat horizontal

High 
solids lacquers and hot lacquers 
based on low viscosity cotton are 
naturally more prone to this defect
